Sir: Wilh fnither reference to 
your communication of July 31, 
and the Cominissir)u's reply of Aug. 
3, 1911, I he Commission has the 
lioiiorto State that inquiiy was 
made of the Commiasion's repre- 
sentative at Chicago, relative to the 
complaint of Frank A. Johnson 
that the names of two eligibles were 
dropped from the register for the 
Chicago post office, for the reason 
that Ihey are deaf-mutes. The Dis- 
trict Secretary advises that on Jnne 
19, 1911, Aithnr A. Anderson, a 
deaf-mute, was certified to the post- 
master and given three consider- 
ations, but was not selected for 
appoiulmeiit, and that on July 19, 
1911, Fred VV. Schoneman was 
certified and likewise considered 
three times without selection. It is 
further slated that in 

no instauco has a deaf-mule been 
refusetl examination at that offlce, 
and that the two cases and that of 
Frank West, who was ooosidered 
three times without soleolion on 
January 29, 1910, are thoonly cases 
that have come to notice since the 
President's order regarding deaf- 
mutes went into operation. Tliero 
ate at present three deaf-mutes 
employed in the Chicago post-offlce, 
who have been in the service for a 
number of years. The postmaster 
states that it would be practically 
impossible to appoint deaf-mutes in 
the Cliicago post office at the mail- 
ing division wIkmc they aie com 
pelled to learn schemes of distri- 
bution, and not being able to talk, 
it would be a loss of time trying to 
instruct them and communicate 
with ihem on paper. The Com- 
mission's repiesentative slates that 
in the caww of S(!lioiieman, he re- 
calls distinctly the assistant post- 
nmnter consumed at least forty- 
flve minuies trying to explain to 
him in detail why he could not 
be appointed. 

Under the rules the postmaster 
is required to make selection for 
filling a vacancy from the highest 
of three names appearing upon the 
appiupriate register, and it is with- 
in his discretion which of the three 
he shall select; and the Commission 
is without authority to question his 
right ofchoi('e, unless discriiniiia- 
tion im shown on account of politics 
or religion. When a oamo has 
been among the highest throe in con- 
Tu'ctioii with appointmenta to throe 
Nipjirate vacancies, it need not be 
turlher considered. In view of the 
fact that the postmaster appears to 
have complied with the require- 
ments of the rules iu the case of 
Messrs. Anderson, Schoneman and 
West, it would appear that his 
action cannot now be questioned.

Tub Gallaudbt Monument 
At Hartford. 

At the last Convention of the 
National Aassociatiou of the Deaf in 
Colorado Springs, a request was re- 
ceived from the New England Gal- 
laudet Monument Association to as- 
sist iu repairing the Gallaudet monu- 
ment at Hartford. The matter was 
referred to the Executive Committee 
for action. 

The monument was erected in 
1854, with money contributed by 
the deaf. No hearing people were 
allowed to contribute. It is built 
of granite and marble. The marble 
is crumbling, due to climatic condi- 
tions. Unless substautialy repaired 
soon, it will fall to ruin. Some 
temjwrary repairs have been made 
by the Hartford School but the 
Directors of the School, do not feel 
justified in going to the expense of 
restoring the monument so as to last 
permanently. 

Shall this monument be allowed 
to fall to ruin ? 

As one the most respected deaf in 
the country has said, it would be to 
the everlasting shame of the Ameri- 
can deaf to allow it to go to ruin. 

It is a monunient not only to Gal- 
laudet, but to the deaf of half a cen- 
tury ago who had the spirit to raise 
the money and build the monument. 
There never was and never will be 
another monument like it erected ex- 
clusively by the deaf. 

Shall not the deaf of to-day prove 
themselves as worthy as those of 
fifty years ago. 

Surely we should. 

Here we have an opportunity to 
prove that we are worthy of the work 
of Gallaudet. 

More that that we can demon- 
strate to the worldjthat we are not 
paupers and beggars aa many people 
think, but industrious and self re- 
specting citizens. 

And it can be done with very 
little sacrifice if all the deaf will join 
in the work. There are at least 
50,000 deaf who can contribute to 
this cause. If each will give a dime 
we shall have $5,000,00, or more 
than enough for the puriwse. Of 
course not all will give, and some 
may give less, but many will doubt- 
less give more, and all are requested 
to give as much as they can. 

Alx)ut $1500.00 is needed. Any 
money not needed for repairs will be 
placed in the li^udowment Fund of 
the N. A. D. 

The Executive Committee has 
decided on Gallaudet's birthday, 
December lo, 191 2, as the day for 
raising the money. We want to 
rai.se it all in one day. All the deaf 
in the country are requested to 
arrange meetings on or about De- 
cember loth next, and contribute to 
the fuud. We want all the deaf to 
join in this movement. 

Dr. T. F. Fox, of New York, Dr. 

J. B. Hotchki.ss and Mr. Harley D. 
Drake, of Gallaudet College, have 
been appointed a committee to have 
charge of rai.siug the fund, and will 
arrange further details. 

All school papers for the deaf are 
requested to copy this announcement 
and kcj)t the subject before the deaf 
until next Decetnlier. 

The knocker, of which we deaf 
are blessed with more than our share, 
will doubtless say that tbe plan will 
not work. Nothing will work if the 
the knocker has his way. Hut if the 
knocker will turn booster, it will 
work. So it is to tie hoped that all 
will pull together for once. 

The names of all contributors will 
be published, those in each state in 
tbe school paper of that state. It 
has peen suggested that the names 
be placed in the monument, and this 
will probably be done.

Dbar Sir:~I have just read in 
the New York Journal of April 
18th, the Oj^n Letter addrts.sed to 
you by Mr. Edward Perkins Clarke, 
and the reply there to by your Secre- 
tary, Mr. Fuller.

ter. He also acknowledges that my 
letter to you was received, which I 
am glad to know, though this is the 
first intimation I have had of this 
fact. 

In his reply to Mr. Clarke, Mr. 
Fuller says : "Mr. Hanson is evi- 
dently laboring under the impression 
that the Nebraska law provides for 
the oral method to the exclusion of 
any and all other methods * * *. 
This impression is entirely wrong, 
and not iu accordance with the law. ' ' 

I am glad to see this interpreta- 
tion of the law from such a source, 
and presume it reflects your views. 

But it does not represent Mr. 
Booth's views. Before writing to 
you, I took pains to write to Mr. 
Bobth to ascertain his understanding 
of the law. According to his reply, 
he understands that the law calls for 
the exclusive use of the Oral Method, 
and he proposes to use it exclusively. 
I asked permission from lAr. Booth 
to publish his letter, but this per- 
mission he refused. 

In an address at Omaha, Mr. G. 
Pearse, Pres. of the Nat. Education- 
al Assocatiou, stress was again laid 
on the exclusive use of the Oral 
Method. This address was publi- 
shed in the Journal the paper 
published at the Omaha School. I 
wrote a reply and asked that it be 
published in the Journal. This 
request was denied. I have had 
the reply printed, and herewith 
send you a copy. 

Supt. Booth's attitude on this sub- 
ject is well known, and there can be 
no doubt that his purpose is to use 
the Oral Method exclusively. 

It is this exclusive use of the oral 
method to which we deaf object, 
and that was why I wrote you and 
asked that you use your influence 
with Mr. Booth to prevent his adopt- 
ing that course. 

I also join with Mr. Clarke in 
again expressing the hope that the 
sign language will be used in chapel 
exercises, public addresses, lectures, 
and religious services.

Wlli%Y TO TKACH 

By AllKrt 0. Hill, lutoector ><f N. 7. 
St<ite Board of Education. 

What to teach isj a very important 
question in schools for hearing 
children; it is even more important 
in schools for the deaf. The cur- 
riculum of public schools is being 
studied with a view to eliminating 
what is relatively unimportant au<,l 
adding that which ie of greater 
value. The conventional mental 
food for the young is no longer held 
to be sacred, and everything that 
does not seem to have definite value 
is being swept aside. 

Without yielding full assent to 
this iconoclastic tendency, it may 
l»e said that a reinvestigation of the 
claims of various sul)jects to places 
in fichool coui-ses is timely anti de- 
sirable, and is likely to result in 
lastinit good to the cause of etluca- 
tion. Herbert Spencer's query — 
What knowledge is worth most? — 
is specially pertinent in schools for 
the deaf; for if there is some doubt 
of the value of certain subjects in 
the traditional courses for hearing 
childien, tliere is still greater reason 
for questioning the fitness of sub- 
jects for those deprived of hearing. 
The keenest searchlight of criticism 
should be turneil on everything 
taught the deaf, and only those 
studies that can stand the test should 
be retained. 

The question of subject matter 
for the deaf does not seem to have 
received the attention it deserves. 
Indeed, it is doubtful weather it has 
been seriously considered at all. 
It is probable that the currioulura 
of hearing schools was adopted by 
the first schools without much 
thought, and has been modified to 
meet the necessities of lack of capa- 
city in the pupils and lack of 
skill in the teaching. At present 
some good authorities maintain that 
the deaf should be given the same 
subjects, the same text-books, and 
the same tests as hearing children. 
Others, equally experienced, would 
greatly restrict the scope of the work 
simplify what is taught, and not bo 
v<>ry exacting in results. Thete 
seem to be extiemes in theory, prac 
tice, and results, and somewhere 
between them may po.ssibly lie the 
mean. The aim should be to find 
out just what knowledge will best 
lit deaf children for life in Its truest 
meaning, and then turn all the 
appliances of the school and all the 
energy and skill of the teachers to 
obtaining it. 

elimination 

In view of the serious handicap 
under which the deaf child labors 
in acquiring knowlege, the limited 
time availalde for his education, 
and the necessity in many cases of 
his becoming self-supporting as 
soon aa possible, it seems evident 
that many subjects of the ordinary 
school curriculum should either l)e 
gjeatly abridged or wholly omitted. 
Probably there will be general 
agreement with this statement in 
the al»stract. Differences of opinion 
will arise, however, as soon as a par- 
ticular subject is mentioned. 
Something at least is gained l)y 
securing a conseimns that the pro- 
cess of elimination, intelligently fol- 
lowed, would improve the course of 
study for the deaf. It may be well 
for the readers of this article men 
tally to accept or reject the views 
expressed thus far before proceed- 
ing, aa they are quite likely to dis- 
agree with some things that follow. 
The writer will l»e entirely satisfied 
with an acceptance of the fun- 
damental idea that the material of 
education for the deaf may bo im- 
proved by judicious elimination 
and condensation, leaving the pro- 
blem of what shall l^e stricken out 
and added to experts in teaching 
the deaf. 

SUBSTrrUTION 

Substitution will naturally follow 
the priwesa of elimination. There 
are, doubtless, some things not now 
found In the schools that might be 
introduced with profit. Every 
teacher no doubt has .something in 
mind that he thinks should be a<ld- 
ed to enrich the instruction of the 
deaf Choice of new material 
should not be hastily made, but 
should be the result o.f ^ " >> 
perienee, and wide • '>• 

r Is should tu' i.'oii.-*i<ler- 

t" 1. Tin " practical" should 

be taken in a broad sense. Life is 
more than meat and the body than 
raiment to the deaf as well as to 
the hearing. 



EMPHASIS 
All subject-matter projxwly in 
the schools is not equally important. 
Some things are vastly more essen- 
tial than others. The emphasis 
should be put in the right places. 
The easiest subject to teach, the 
one that is the mo.st spectacular, 
the one the child naturally likes 
the best, is not necessarily the dne 
to be given the most attention. 
Tlie line of least resistance, either 
for the teacher or the pupil, is not 
always the one to follow to secure 
the best permanent results. Is it 
not true that the work in schools 
for the deaf might l>e gieatly im- 
proved by a change of emphasis? 

concentration 

Concentration of effort on fewer 
subjects would naturally follow the 
adoption of the suggestions that 
have been made. It evidently re- 
quites much drill to make the pro- 
per impression on the mind of a 
deaf child. Flitting too hastily 
from one thing to another is the 
bane of American education in 
schools for the hearing. The same 
mistake ought not to be matle with 
deaf children. Something well 
mastered is es.sential to a sound and 
valuable education. Clear ideas, 
exact ejrjyres.fiim, logical thought are 
ivorfh somethitig; hazy impressions, 
loose expression, slinshod reasoning 
have little value and are an element 
of grave danger. ' 

Klimination, substitution, change 
of emphasis, concentration of effort 
seem to offer moat cheering pro- 
spects for the improvement of sub- 
ject-matter in schools for the deaf. 
These processes are changing schools 
for the hearing with remarkable 
rapidity. Some schools for the 
deaf have causrht the spirit of the 
times and are forging ahead ; others 
have been dormant for a long time. 

The educational side of work for 
the deaf was at first, and in many 
ca.se8 has continued to be, secondary 
to custodial care. Only in rare 
instances has the stir of modern 
progress in educational thought and 
practise penetrated the teaching 
and organization of the schools. 
The reactionaries, who cling too 
tenaciously to the past and refuse 
to listen to the voice of the progres- 
sives, will some day find themselves 
in a hopeless minority and far in 
the rear. Tlie schools that are 
open to new ideas, that prove all 
things and hold fast to that which 
is gt)od, are setting the pace and 
will be the winners of the future. 
Marking time is not enough in this 
age. 

It might be well to atop ii'. this 
point and not risk the <tanger of 
going inio details, e8p«>oially iu view 
of the fact that the writer has not 
sjH'nt his life in teaching the deaf. 
There are others who are nndonbt- 
edly better qualified to lu ci- 

flc applications of the s , )U8 

that have been offered, iiowever, 
principles and theories mttstlw ap- 
plied to be worth much, and a few 
concrete examples may do no harm, 
even though they may not, meet 
*''<•' approval. From con- 

fl'<^''' -the truth may emerge. 

STITDT concrete THINGS 
Would it not l)e well to eliminate 
all of algebra and most of the ab- 
stract work in arithmetic from the 
studies or the deaf ? The ordinary 
measures of daily use and the com- 
putations and simple : ;>< need- 
ed in business are \\, but 
the rest is of questioiirtble valne to 
any child and particularly to the 
deaf. Is it wise to use limited time 
in teaohing a deaf child the abstrae 
tiouB of algebra when there is so 
much he needs to know that appeals 
to his active senses? With one 
important sense gone, h child 
should have the others cultivated to 
the highest possible degree to make 
up for the loss. It seems, therefor»>, 
that the study of natural and artifi- 
cial objects that aj ■ h 
touch and sinell, is n. 

child. The study 
gs, so well boL'nn 
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the lower grades of mt>si 
the deaf, ought to be con.,,..., ,. nnd 
much more fully develojied in all of 
the upper clashes. 

ENOUSH Al..;w. 

It may well be questioned whe- 
ther the study of Latin, Greek, or 
any modern language but English 
is profitable for the deaf of the 
United States. Getting a fair 
mastery of a language is a task of 
discouraging magnitude for the deaf 



child, and the teacher is often in 
despair in her efforts to teach it. 
Mastery of a thought Is hard enough 
for a deaf child without the a<1ded 
burden of having to express it in 
several lanuuagos. It he can tell 
lis thought iu one way, the teacher 
should be satisfied and the obild 
and his friends delighted. Mastery 
of a language is gained only by 
much use of it, and the deaf never 
get enough drill in the use of « 
single language while in school. 

speech of supreme value 

It is quite generally concede<l that 
speech and speech -reading are a 
branch of subject-matter that can- 
not well l)e wholly neglected. In 
view of their intimate relation to 
social life, it may not l)e too mnch 
to say that they are the most im- 
portant study for the deaf. They 
hold the place of mother tongue. 
All other forms of expression may be 
valuable, but speech is of supreme 
value, because it is the link that 
connects the deaf child with society, 
the Iwnd that holds him closest to 
kin and friends. Speech and speecb- 
jeading seem to be the central 
feature in the education of the deaf 
that must be mastered, even at the 
fsost of omitting something else. 
;rhe deaf may at last come into the 
same heritage of learning as the 
hearing, but it must be by first 
overcoming, as far as possible, the 
chief barrier between them. It 
seems, therefore, that better provi- 
sion for mastering this branch of 
study should be laade. There 
should be more expert teaching of 
it, mnch more drill in it. This is 
perhaps the strongest reason for 
lessening the time and energy used 
on other subjects.

At a regular meeting of the Board 
of Trustees of the Church Mission 
to Deaf-Mutes, held April 29th, 
the following minute was adopted: — 

By the death of Edward Beverley 
Nelson, the deaf have lost a sym- 
pathetic friend, and all who endeavor 
to promote the welfare of the deaf, 
have been deprived of an earnest as- 
sociate and co-worlcer. 

For thirty-two years, beginning 
soon afier his graduation from 
Harvard University, Mr. Nelson was 
engaged in the instruction of deaf 
children, and during twenty-nine of 
those years was at the head of the 
Central New Yorlc School for the 
Deaf, at Rome, N. Y. Very many 
who were his pupils, will ever re- 
memi)er with gratitude his kind and 
wise instruction and admonition, 
whereby they were fitted to meet 
bravely, successfully aud honorably 
the duties and respon.sibilities of 
mature iife, and enabled to ap- 
preciate and enjoy its highest 
privileges. Nor will they forget that 
his interest in their welfare did not 
cease when they pas.sed from under 
his hand, but followed their later 
career, and his aid, counsel and en- 
couragement, within the bounds of 
his ability, were always readily en- 
listed on their behalf when occasion 
arose. But his human sympathy 
reached beyond those who came 
under his instruction. Many of the 
deaf who were never his pupils and 
very many who were not deaf, but 
who had the good fortune to come 
frequently into contact with him, 
will miss with sincere regret his 
genial presence, his inspiring com- 
panionship and his warm-hearted 
friendship. 

Mr. Nelson was for twenty-five 
years a memh)er of the Board of 
Trtxstees of the Church Mission to 
Deaf-Mutes, and we, who were so long 
associated with him in that capacity, 
in high appreciation of his many 
virtues, put u^n record this tribute 
to his memory, and beg to extend to 
his bereaved family assurance of our 
deep sympathy with them in their 
sorrow. 
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At a special meeting of the Princi- 
pal and teachers of the New York 
Institution for the In.struction of the 
Deaf and Dumb, held on Monday, 
April 29th, rgrz, the Principal an- 
nounced the death of Mr. William 
Wade, and appointed a committee 
to give, in behalf of the Institution 
family, an expression of the aflec- 
tion in which Mr. Wade was held by 
all:— 

MriruTB OP Rbspect. 
It is with a sense of personal loss 
that the Principal, teachers and pu- 
pils of the New York Institution for 
the Instruction of the Deaf and 
Dumb have learned of the death of 
Mr. William Wade, who was long 
and affectionately known to most of 
us. 

Mr. Wade was a faithful friend 
and a generous benefactor of the 
deaf; especially of those who were 
doubly handicapped — the deaf-blind. 
He was a true, sympathetic friend 
in every sense of the word, and 
seemed to consider that his special 
mission in life was to aid those 
upon whom misfortunte had laid a 
heavy hand. 

He gave much of himself with his 
benefactions, empha.sizing this 
characteristic by the personal 
interest he manifested in those he 
made his friends. Untiring in un- 
selfish demotion, with a naive origin- 
ality and an unaffected manner, he 
endeared himself to all with whom 
he came into contact The law of 
kindness seemed to fill his heart, 
and left no place for anything that 
was mean or sordid. 

His loving acts of kindness, his 
helpfuljwords of encouragement and 
cheer, his numerous thoughtful deeds 
threw sunshine in the paths of many 
whose lives had not \xien ble8.sed 
with worldly comforts ; and they 
knew, and appreciated Mr. Wade's 
greatness of heart and soul. 

Retolved, That in the death 
of Mr. Wade the deaf have lost a 
friend and benefactor, whose gener- 
ous acts and encouraging counsel 
lightened the hearts of those whom 
he honored with his friendship.

A year oi 
so later ho went to hisemploy«u and 
M(signed. He said that an oppor- 
tunity had been offered him to go 
to another city, and he Ihought it 
would be to his benefit logo. 

As he was leaving he fold Mr. 
Cheesman how much the litth^ kind- 
ness the lattei had done meant to 
bim, and he said bo would never 
forget it.» Neither did ho. 

A short time ago a man named 
Hatry Green died In Philadelphia. 
Althougli deaf, he was known to 
business associates as having been 
very successful. In his will there 
was fouiHl a bequest of $5,000 for 
Joseph" R. Cheesman. 

And with the l>equeat was this 
little explanation: 



" I direct that $6,000 be paid to 
Joseph R. Cheesman. At a time 
when I was friendless and shut off 
from the rest of the world by my 
allliction, he went out of his way to 
be kind and consideiate to me, and 
he tried in many little ways to make 
life more worth living. I have 
never forgotten his kindness, and 
take this means of repaying him in 
a small measure for what he did for 
me."

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MISSION HALL FOK THE 
ADULT DEAF AND DUMB. 

Yesterday evening a special ser- 
vice in memory of those who perish- 
ed in the Titanic disaster was held 
in the Missiou Hall, College Square 
North. The sermon was preached 
by Mr. Francis Maginn, B.D., who 
chose for his text Psalm 107:23, 
dwelling on the greatness of God, 
the littleness of man, and the 
certainty that " even the very hairs 
of our head are all numbered." 
Not one sparrow falling to tlie 
ground without our Father's know- 
ledge. The iceberg cut the giant xhip 
in two, but " underneath were the 
everlasting arms." There was a 
large attendance of the deaf, to 
whom the terri()le accident comes 
home with special force, as many ( f 
them helped to l>uild the great 
vessel, the caulking work on the 
highest masts being done by a deaf- 
mute, while two of those who perish- 
ed, Mr. Andrews and Mr Frost, were 
old and tried friemls of the deaf — 
always kindly using their influence 
to find them employment. Dr. 
Simpson, who also Nacriflced his 
life, was the son of a revered mem- 
ber of the Mission Hall Board. At 
the close of the service a collection 
was taken up on behalf of the 
victims of the sliipwreck, and this 
will in due course be forwarded lo 
the Lord Mayor. The hymn 
"Nearer, My God, to Thee," was 
beautifully rendered in the sign 
language.

PRIBND OF PUBLIC SCHOOL — STATE 

HOAKD PLAN.S MEMORIAL TO 

DONOR OF $50,000. 

Trenton, May 4. — By the will of 
the late FMward Ross, of Hoboken, 
a former m<>mber of the Slate Board 
of Kduealion, the public school 
system of the State will profit to the 
extent of upward of $50,000. Mr. 
Ritss, who died a few weeks ago, 
left $50,000 to the State Normal 
School at Montclair. to which he 
was especially devoted, and besides 
pictures, rugs and other property to 
the School for the D(>af at Trenton 
and the Manual Training School for 
Colored Youths at Boidenlown. In 
addition to all of these bequests, 
after certain legacies are paid, the 
Montclair Normal School becomes 
llie residuary legatee of the estate. 

The Board at to-tlay's meeting 
adopted a resolution testifying to 
tlie esteem and reganl in which Mr. 
Russ is held, au<l a permanent me- 
morial is planned to his memory. 
What form this shall take will not 
be determined until the full amount 
of the bequest is known, but it was 
suggested that in the case of the 
Montclair school that if the amount 
is ex[)ende<I in erecting a building 
that ttuilding should bear (he name 
of Edward Russ. 

It was decided to prepare a report 
onthenoimal school con<lition of 
the State. A new normal school 
will jyrobahly be erected next year, 
probably in South Ji«rsey, and the 
Board will investigate conditions 
and localities. 

Dr. William Schauffler, of Lake- 
wood, was re-elected president of 
the Board, and Senator Josepti S. 
Frelinghuysen vice-president. —

It was learned 
that the day before the wreck a 
sailor who had been set cleaning 
the compass had used his pocket- 
knife in the process, and had un- 
ceremoniously liruken off (he point 
and left it remaining in (he box. 
That bit of knite blade exerted its 
influence on the compass, and to a 
degree that defiected the needle 
from its proper l)ent and vitiate it 
as an in<lexof the ship's direction. 
That bit a knife blade wrecked the 
vessel. — Palmetto Leaf.

The lateral bal- 
ance of the monoplance is main- 
tained by the wings, which have a 
certain amount of up and down 
motion. The wings are carried on 
a hollow mast of finest steel. 
Which passes under the seat of the 
aviator. 

The landing equipment is a pair 
of reimlation-sizo bicycle wheels 
and a landing skid, which is under 
the propeller. The bicycle wheels 
are a feature which give the mono- 
plane a high clearance and adapt 
it for being carted aronnd through 
the country without danger of in- 
jury, and also facilitates landing 
without so great danger of injury. 

One handle controls both vertical 
and horizontal rudders, and a pnsh 
button in front of the operator stops 
the engine. The seat for the aviator 
is at the central point of the body, 
with one of the gasoline tanks each 
side of him. He looks out over the 
oil tank, his head and shoulders 
projecting, so that he has a clear 
sight all around. 



Copper iBaports and Kz porta 

Copper and copper manufactures 
impoited into and exported from 
the United States In the fiscal year 
1912 will approximate 150 million 
dollars in value, or more than 10 
times the total of 1892 and almost 
%Yi times that of 1902. Figures com- 
pile by the Bureau of Statistics, De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor, 
show that during the 9 months end- 
ing with March imports of copper, 
including both ore and manufac- 
tures, aggregated 31^ million dol- 
lars, and exports 86 million, the to- 
tal movement into and oat of the 
country thus t)eing \\iy% million 
dollars and indicating that the ap- 
proximate total for the fiscal year 
will be 150 million dollars, of which 
about 110 million will ite on the ex- 
port side. 

This total of 117j^ million dol- 
lars' worth of copper and manufac- 
tures thereof passing into and out 
of the country daring the 9 months 
ending with March represents a 
large gain over preceding years. 



Nearly 15 million dollars' worth of 
quinine and the material from 
which it is extracted has been im- 
ported into the United States during 
the past dozen years. T irn- 

piled by the Bureau ol kh, 

Department of Commerce and La- 
bor, show that in the period 1900- 
11, inclusive, fully 40 million 
ounces of quinine and nearly 60 
million pounds of cinchona and 
other qninine-bearing barks have 
imported, their aggregate value 
being about 14 million dollars. In 
the current fiscal year the imports 
of cinchona bark will probably be 
al>out 3^ million pounds, valued 
at about one quarter million dollars ; 
and of quinia, and its various salts, 
3 million ounces, valued at approxi- 
mately a half million dollars.
